Avftrian Defeat. 

Capt. Collins arrived yefterda 
morning from Hamburgh, le 
there the 6th of April, informs, 
that the account of the DEFEAT 
of the Archduke Charles, by the 
French Republicans, was brought 
to Hamburgh the iit April, and 
publithed in all the German pa- 
pers. The account was official ; 
the lofs of the Auftrians, in killed, 
wounded aad Was 12,000 
—It was faid in Hambargh, that 
this defeat was the wound 
to the Emperor, and that he could 
not make another exertion, fhort 
of wuconditienal terms, to fave his 
empire. The captain further fays 
that thereport had circulated there 
for feveral days before the official 
2ccount atrived,and the day before 
he failed the American Conful told 
him he might depend upon its au- 
tienticity. 

It was in London, that 
the Breft fleet had fiiled, all but 
2 thips, with 30 or 40,000 treops, 

fed for Halifax, or the Weft- 
indies, in fpite of Lord Bridport’s 
vigilance ; and that they had been 
‘out three weeks !
